DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

All pending claims are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the cited prior arts teaches a display element comprising a conductive layer, a 
dielectric layer provided over the conductive layer, a porous material layer provided over the 
dielectric layer and spaced from the conductive layer, the porous material layer including a 
plurality of conductive particles covered with a lyophobic and electrically insulating covering, a 
discrete drop of a conductive liquid provided over the porous material layer, but substantially not 
in the porous layer, an electrode provided over the porous material layer such that the electrode 
is in contact with and contains the drop of conductive liquid; and wherein the conductive liquid 
reversibly moves into / out of the porous material layer upon application of a voltage between the 
conductive layer and the electrode.
